$8.20; medical aid, $68.95; unemploy- 
ment relief, $33.50; labor, $296.86. 
Total, $1,037.62.

|}BERT LAYE THRESHES EIGHT 
ACRES OF WINTER WHEAT 
/ THAT AVERAGED 35 BUSHELS 


Bert Laye, farming two miles west 

and a mile north of Grande Prairie, 
lcut winter wheat on August 9 and | 
\threshed it August 18. The eight 
acres threshed out about 35 bushels 
to the acre. 
On Saturday Mr. Laye, who be- 
\lieves in growing some winter wheat 
each year, seeded twenty acres of 
|\the winter variety. He expects to 
get top price for his wheat. 

Mr. Laye attributes his success in 
|the growing of winter wheat to the 
‘fact that he leaves the land lumpy. 
This, he observed, holds the snow 
thus retaining the moisture and 
lassisting the wheat to beat the 
worms.

The new pontoon-equipped Bark- 
ley Grow twin-engine air liner came 
to rest on Bear Lake Thursday mor- 
ning, en route to Whitehecrse from 
Edmonton. 

This is a sister ship to the Yuron 
|}Queen and Yukon King, owned-and 
\operated by the Yukon Southern Air 
| Transport. 

Grant McConachie, president of 
the company, was at the controls. 
He was accompanied by co-Pilot Ted 
| Fields. The passengers were: Barney 
Phillips, Vic Webb, Jessie McLean, 
Mr. Mitchell of the postal service and 
Eileen McLean of Heart Valley. 

The reveal idea has been carried 
out and the latest addition to the 
Yukon Southern Air  Transport’s 
fleet will be known as “The Prince.” 

The machine, which was flown 
from Detroit by the president, has a 
cruising speed of 120 miles an hour 
jand will be used on the twice-weekly 
Edmonton-Whitehorse service.

Britain: Unitedly Stands Back 
Of Obligations To Poland 
Chamberlain Declared 


French Government's Attitude Is The Same As That Of Britain—-Members 

Of The British Parliament Rise And Cheer When Premier Said: “As 

We Think, So Shall We Act, Unitedly”—Governm. .. Granted Wide 

Sweeping Powers To Meet The Situation—Al! Parties United In 

Supporting The Government In The Crisis— Russian Ambassador 

Notably Absent From His Usual Piace In The Gallery. 

LONDON, Aug. 24.—FPrime Minister Chamberlain told Parliament 
today that Britain “finds herself today with an imminent peril of war.” 
He made this statement as he asked Parliament to give the government 
wide powers to deal with the international situation. : 

“New and drastic steps are required by the gravity of the situation, 
he said. The Prime Minister declared Hitler had demanded a free hand 
in eastern Europe for Germany and had told Britain that any country 
which interfered was to blame for an ensuing war. “God knows I have 
done ali that is possible in efforts for peace,” said Chamberiain, after he 
had declared Britain's obligations to Poland “remain unaffected.” 

“As we think, so shall we act-——unitedly,” Mr. Chamberlain said 
solemnly, and the Mouse rose to its feet and cheered. 

The Prime Minister said Hitler's claim to a free hand in eastern 
Europe, without interference from anywhere, came as a reply to a message 
delivered to the German Fuehrer on Wednesday through the British 
Ambassador in Berlin, Sir Neville Henderson. This message, Mr. Cham- 
berlain said, re-stated Britain's own position. “The German Chancellor's 
reply included what amounted to a re-statement of the German thesis 
that eastern Europe is a sphere in which Germany oughi to have a free 
hand,” said the Prime Minister. He went on to say that “we will hope 
reason and «anity will find a way out but,” he said, “the issue of peave or 
war does not rest with us. 

“If all efforts to find a peaceful solution-—and God knows I heve done 
my best—fail and we find ouiselves forced to embark upon a struggle 
bound to be fraught with suffering and misery for all mankind, and the 
end of which no man can foresee, we shall not be fighting for the political 
future of a faraway state in a foreign land 


The Prime Minister's proposals were embodied in a brief but sweeping 
“Emergency Powers Bill,” which was introduced at the opening of Parlia- 
ment’s emergency session The measure would give the government 
power to put into operation immediately ny measures considered 
necessary for the national safety These would include uch teps as 
(1) Taking over railways and other transportation 2) “Control of food 
supplies (3) Defense against air attack

Pruning Tomatoes-—Ripening 
Onions 


Please tell me how and when to 

prune tomatoes and what to do with 
onions to ripen them before taking 
them up.—(Mrs.) N.J., Hines Creek, 
Alta. 
Ans: Judicious pruning of toma- 
toes may give increased yields of 
ripe fruit early in the season. The 
general method followed is to prune 
the tomatoes to 2 or 3 main stalks. 
Pruning is therefore begun as n 
as the plants begin to get more than 
this number of shoots. About three 
fruit clusters are allowed to form on 
each branch and after this mumber 
is set all further ones are removed. 
The new shoots produced in the 
axils of the leaves are kept removed 
but leaves should be permitted to 
wiew Leyuond the iast truss of fruit. 
More severe pruning, say to two 
fruit clusters per stalk and only two | 
stalks per plant, might also be tried, 
but our tests show that total yield 
would likely be reduced w a greater 
or less extent. We do very little 
A thick 
bushy growth best escapes killing by 
light autumn frosts, for the top 
leaves protect the others. 

To ripen onions break the stems 
over just above the bulb. This is 
recognized as an aid. Another 
recommended method is to remove 
the soil from above and around the 
bulb.

Ans.: There may be several factors 
responsible for the difficulty in 
churning. In some cases with a few 
cows which have been in milk for 
five or six months it is due to the 
peculiar nature of the cream and fat 
itself. Skim the cream to 28 to 30 
per cent fat. With each new addi- 
tion of cream, the fresh cream should 
be cooled and then thoroughly stirred 
in with the whole lot. Ripening the 
cream slightly should assist in easy 
churning. The churn should never 
be more than one-third to one-half 
full at the time of churning. At!

Trees Helpful

The new Central Mortgage Bank 
Act of the Dominion is viearly within 
the powers of the Dominion govern- 
men, and is not in any way infrine- 


ing on the powers of the province, | over a

the debtor, said R. D. Tighe, K.C., 
Edmonton lawyer, in an address on 
the new act before the Edmonton 
Chamber of Commerce Council re- 
cently. 


Mr. Tighe appeared on the invita- 
tion of the Council to discuss the 
provisions of the Act. He em- 
phasized he was speaking as an in- 
dividual interested in the progress 
of the province and not as a repre- 
sentative of any institution. 

The voluntary feature of the Act 
was stressed by Mr. Tighe. A mort- 
gage, loan, trust or insurance com- 
pany can become a member of the 

entral Mortgage Bank should it 
choose. Once it does become a mem- 
ber, it is bound to make adjustments 
under the Act, he said. 

Notwithstanding that a company 
was a member of the bank, there 
was no compulsion on a debtor to 
accept the adjustment which the 
company was bound to give, he con- 
tinued. 

If the debtor voluntaril 
the adjustment, then the 
be consolidated and spread _ over, 
generally,. 20 years with blended 
payments of principal and interest. 
The payments in the case of farm 
loans would be made yearly, and in 
the case of non-farm loans would 
be made monthly. The interest in 
the case of a farm loan is not to ex- 
ceed five per cent, and in the case 
of a non-farm loan five and a half 
per cent.

Any amount of interest arrears in 
ex ‘ess of two years’ interest was dis- 
charged. Further, if, after the elim- 
ination of any interest over and 
above two years, the amount still 
due was more than 80 per cent of 
the value of the property, a further 
reduction would be made so that the 
consolidated indebtedness would not 
exceed 80 per cent, he said.
